1. COVERAGE OF OAS MEETING SLOWLY DIMINISHING. VENEZUELAN 
FONMIN SPEECH GIVEN, HOWEVER, STRONG FRONT- PAGE COVERAGE BY 
INFLUENTIAL O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO. HEADLINED " VENEZUELA 
CALLS FOR BASIC RESTRUCTURING OF OAS", ARTICLE STRESSES 
ASPECTS OF SPEECH CONCILIATORY TOWARD US. ELSEWHERE 
COVERAGE MOSTLY RELEGATED TO INSIDE PAGES. SAMPLE HEAD- 
LINES: LIBERAL FOLHA DE SAO PAULO: " OAS DEBATES ITS OWN 
DISSOLUTION" AND PRO- GOB DIARIO DE BRASILIA: " PANAMA 
ASKS RETURN OF CUBA TO OAS". GENERALLY LIGHT COMMENTARY 
INCLUDES COLUMN BY NEWTON CARLOS IN FOLHA DE SAO PAULO. 

HE WRITES, " THERE IS NOTHING NEW IN NIXON' S WARNING THAT 
1 THE DAYS OF PATERNALISM HAVE ENDED.' THIS WAS ONE OF THE 
TWO THEMES OF HIS SECOND INAUGURAL ADDRESS. ...( HOWEVER) 

NIXON SPEAKS OF THE END OF PATERNALISM WITHOUT ACCEPTING 
LATIN AMERICA 1 S TOTALLY FREEING ITSELF FROM SUBMISSION TO 
US STRATEGY. SECRETARY OF STATE ROGERS SEES ’ AN ENEVITABLE 
CONFLICT’ SHOULD THE LATAM COUNTRIES NOT GIVE IN ON THE
